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Continuation of 3. NOTE: With respect to paragraph 0039 and figure 8 of the Specification, considered to be the primary support for the 
claims, the proposed amendment to the claims clarify a second remote computer performs voice recognition on voice recorded data 
received from a PDA, and produces a "specialized document form" comprising the interpreted text for return and display on the PDA.
